Ruth Law, a slim young woman of 28, 
at the wheel of a two-year-old, now ob- 
solete type of Curtiss biplane, flew with- 
eut stop yesterday from Chicago to Hor- 
nell, N. Y., a distance of 590 miles, 
‘breaking the American cross-country 
and nonstop record made by Victor Carl- 
strom in the modern 200-horsepower 
Curtiss military biplane, “‘The New 
York Times,” on Nov. 2, Carlstrom’s 
nonstop distance was 452 miles—from 
Chicago to Erie; Penn. Miss Law bet- 
tered this by 138 miles. Incidentally 
ashe broke the.world’s record for contin- 
uous flight for women pilots. Until her 
achievement of yesterday, she had never 
flown a greater distance cross-country 
than twenty-five miles. Moreover, she 
flew yesterday purely as a sporting 
proposition. 

Having stopped at Hornell for lack 
of gasoline, Miss Law, with replenished 
fuel, resumed: her flight and winged 
finety miles to Binghamton, N. Y., 
“where she spent the night. At 7 o'clock 
this: morning she intends to take to the 
air again, to finish, as did Caristrom, 
a flight from Chicago to New York, 
with a lending at Governors Island. 
‘With good luck she should accomplish 
this between 9 and 10 o'clock.

Miss. Law’s announcement several 
weeks ago that shé would attempt the 
Shicago-New York flight was not taken 
geriously by any one connected with 
aviation in this city. It was safd that 
ghe did not own an aeroplane capable 
of making even one-third the distance, 
and when James 8. Stevens, Vice Presi- 
@ent of the Aero Club of Illinois, sent 
word early yesterday morning that she 
bad left Grant Park at 7:25 A. M. (cen- 
tral time) and was on her way here, 
there was universal admiration at her 
pluck ‘in making the attempt. 

This changed to amazement when 
word came in froni various cities along 
the line of her flight, telling of her 
passage.

There was no 
trouble, absolutely none, with the ma- 
chine, and the stop in Hornell was as I 
had planned. There was a man waiting 
on the racetrack there with the cans 
of gasoline I had told him ‘to. bring. 
That I had to stop here in Binghamton 
was due to no fault of-mine or of the 
aeroplane—I stopped because it was dark 
and 1 didn’t have any lights. You see, 
I had planned to leave Chicago an’ hour 
and a half earlier than I did, but it was 
so cold that the engine wouldn’t start 
Because the gasoline and air wouldn't 
mix in the carburetor.

Her First Distance Flight. 


Now this flight of mine is a personal 
affair, the expenses are paid by me.

So I decided 
to try the flight from Chicago. Accord- 
ingly, it was arranged that the affair 
should .be under the auspices of the 
Aero Club of\ America, so that what- 
ever I did might be a matter of record.

I had planned to leave at 6:30 o’clock, 
Central time. But it was so cold we 
couldn't’ get the engine,.to run.

To make this part of 
the stefy short, it was ‘7:20 before we got 
the engine running. Mr. Stevens, a rep- 
resentative of the Aero Club, was. with 
us all the time. 


Skims Chicago, 200 Feet Up. 

I took off the skirt I had been wearing 
over my flying suit, stored it behind the 
seat, got in, gave the word, and was off. 
at 7;25. The dozen people in Grant 
Park cheered me -as I=. started, 
flying low, south over . Chicago. 
I skimmed over the | city, flying 
about 200 feet up, for about twenty- 
six miles, and then turned toward Cleve- 
Lland, going up to. 3,000, 4,000, and then 
5,000 feet. .I had with me a barograph, 
an aneroid, a compass, and a clock, as 
well as my speedometer. I had’left the 
lights behind, “because I thought they 
would be in the way. I didn’t keep close 
track of the time, but: noticed that I wag 
making about 100 miles an hour consist- 
ently a short time after leaving Chicago. 
When I started there was a southwest 
wind of about 26 miles an’hour, but this 
soon died out, and there was almost no 
wind. 

I passed ovér Cleveland, with every- 
thing going fine, at a height of about 
6,000 feet. I couldn’t see whether there 
were many people watching me, and I 
suppose there were not, because my 
flight hadn’t been advertised much, The 
littlke machine, which had never before 
done anything more than such stunts as 
looping-thée-loop, was doing everything 
that could be possibly asked of it. 

A slight shift in the course, and I was 
headed fer Erie, which I passed at an 
elevation of 3,000 feet.

When I passed over Olean I began to 
remember that it was time for luncheon, 
and I didn’t have a thing to eat. I 
hadn’t brought anything, because I 
didn’t have room in the machine. But 
_I comforted myself with the thought 
that I would get something to eat at 
Hornell, where I had planned to stop 
for gasoline, 

Glides Two Miles to Earth. 

It was in landing at Hornell and 
leaving that I had the two close shaves 
of the trip. I had -calculated that the 
S8%galions of gasoline I had’ when I 
left Chicago would just carry me to 
Hornell. But I had counted some on a 
wind which wasn't there to. help me, 
Ten miles from Hornell I saw that my 
gasoline was almost gone; it gave out 
absolutely two miles from Hornell, and 
I glided for the two miles onto ‘the 
racetrack just. outside the city. . It 
seemed that every one in Hofrnell. was 
there ‘to welcome me, ‘and the racetrack 
was so \crowded that f almost struck 
some people in landing.

DOUBLY ARMED SHIPS 


Sentiment in London Favoring 
Mourting Guns Fore and 
Aft.on Merchantmen. 


ROUSED BY U-BOAT PERIL 


Admiralty Replics to Zimmermann, 
Scouting His Defense of 
Submarine Attacks.

LONDON, Nov. 19.—Under Secretary 
Zimmermann’s statement to THz NEw 
York Times correspondent in Berlin, 
claiming the right of Germany to sink 
unarmed ships, which was cabled here

| merchant ships for defensive purposes. 
“Winton. Churchill's assertion in.the 
House of Commons on Thursday that, 
rolighly; ‘Pétir-titths ofthe artied ships 
had beaten off submarine attacks, -while 
four-fifths of. the unarmed ships at- 
tacked: perished, is genérally accepted 
as accurate; and formg the basis.of an 
argument strongly advanced in some 
quarters that -British and allied mer- 
chantmen ‘should have guns mounted 
not only aft but fore as -well,. seeing 
that the best method of defense against 
the submarine is the offensive com- 
bifiation: of ramming and gunfire. 
Advocates: of this extreme view admit 
that. ships so armed would not be 
allowed to trade with American ports; 
but they-urge'that, while the American 
regulation could be complied with .in 
respect to vessels plying to America, 
no such restriction need apply to ships 
touching only at British or allied ports. 
This, of course, is only an. individual 
view, and no official sanction has yet 
been given to it. 
British Foreign Office Answers. 


The British official view of the devel- 
opments of the submarine question, as 
outlined by the German Under Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, is pre- 
sented in a statement obtained by THE 
New Yorx Timgs from the British For- 
eign Office This statement is not to 
be understood to be a complete reply to 
Herr Zimmermann's interview, but only 
a rejoinder to that portion of the Berlin 
interview which was cabled here. The 
British statement follows: 

“It is clear. that one of the objects 
of Herr Zimmermann’s interview is to 
justify the torpedoing without warning 
of defensively armed merchant ships. 
The arming of ships for defense is wel! 
recognized and 1s perfectly legal,.and it 
in a matter of which it is effrontery for 
the Germans to complain, in view of 
their repeatea murderous attacks on 
merchant vessels, their own proceedings 
having rendered more necessary than 
ever before the use of defensive arma- 
ments. They now actually put it for- 
ward as justification for indiscriminate 
destruction by submarines. 

“Herr Zimmermann states’ that the 
Germans are not sinking neutral ships 


per se, but that they are sinking, as a 
defensive measure, ammunition trans- 
orts and other contraband shipments. 
Does this apply to the Blommersdijk, a 
neutral ship varrying a heutral bone 2 to 
a neutral country, or to vessels carry faved

NIGHT SIGNALS FOR MISS LAW. 


-| Army Officers were Ready to Re 
ceive Her at Governors Island, 


The news of Miss Law's fligh' ar- 
rived so late in the afternoon that if 
she had reached Governors Island by 
nightfall she would have found few 
persons to meet her. Major Carl F. 
Hartmann, in charge of aviation 
at the department headquarters, and 
Colonel T. Q: Donelson, Inspector Gen- 
eral of the department, were on hand 
with a small group of officers and men, 
and received the bulletins of the latter 
part of Mies Law’s flight from the Aero 
Club of America.
